Baghdad. Feb. 15 (R) — Saudi Arabia 
has expressed support for Iraq's pr<^>6sed 
dianer governing inter-Arab relations, the 
Iraqi New-s Agency (IN A) reported. 

The agency said support for the eight-point 
leaner was contained in a message from eUng 
N.haled received this week by Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein. 

The diarter, announced by President Hus- 
sein last week, renounced the use of force to 
receive inter- Arab disputes and closed the 
presence of foreign troops or military bases 
on Arab oil. 

IN.A quoted the King’s message as saying 
the charter's declared principles were *‘in 
harmony with the policy of strengthening the 
Arab and Islamic stand and coasoiidadng 
security and stability in die Arab home- 
land...." 

At least three other Arab states have so far 
expressed support for the proposed charter. 
Jordan. Kuwait and vtorocco. 

In the spirit nf this charter, Saudi informa- 
tion minister .vluhammad Abdo Yamani 
stated Thursday Saudi Arabia "does not have 
and Mill never allow foreign military bases on 
its soil." 

In an interview with the Qatari daily Al 
Rtt^a tamani added he regretted news 
reports quodng U.S. defense Secretary 
Harold Brown as saying Saudi Arabia had 
agreed to allow the United States to store 
militar) supplies in Saudi Arabia. 

The Qatar newspaper quoted Vamaoi as 
saying that these statements made in the U.S. 
or elsewhere were false. 

"The Kingdom has repeatedly said that it 
wiii never aUoiv the establishment of 
bases because it does not believe in 
alliances," he said. 

*' We arc capable of defending ourselves we 
Jon' i need anyone lo defend our region," he 
said.

WARSAW, Feb. IS (R) — Polish Prime 
Minister Piotr Jaroszewicz was dre^ped from 
the ruling Communist Par^ Politburo Friday 
in a move which dearly agnalled that his 
career as premier was fixiished. 

Jaroszewicz, vriio has been premier since 
1970, was not re-elected to the poUtburo 
unanimously reconfirmed party leader 
• Edward Gierefc as first secretary. 

Elections to the party Central Committee 
and ruling polidanro came at the end of the 
parol’s five-day congress here which was 
dominated by blunt and open critidsm of the 
govemmentfs petformance. 

Prime Minister Jaroszemez was seen as the 
main target for the critidsm, 


SANAA. Feb. IS (SPA) — President AH 
Abdullah Saleh of North Yemen Thursday 
described his' country's relations with Saudi 
Arabia as “ideal and excellent", reiterating 
that they would develop further in the inter- 
est of the two countries. In an interview pub- 
lished in the local Al Thawra newspaper, he 
referred to rumored tension between the two 
countries and smd such reports were " tnaliri- 
ous and misleading" and were part of abor- 
tive propaganda campaigns to rock Arab sol- 
idarity. 

Saleh expressed admiration of Saudi 
Arabia’s role and of all other Arabs in help- 
ing and supporting North Yemen in different 
fields. 

He reaffirmed his country's firm adherence 
to poative neutrality and non-alignment and 
said, " We do not side with the ^st against 
the West, nor do we side with the West 
against the East: we are simply with right and 
against frlsehood." 

The Yemeni leader said Yemen's policy in 
diveirifying military arms was adopted in the 
country's interest. It did not pose any threat 
to the country’s security, but was a necessiQr 
to reinforce national independence and 
sovereignty, be added. 

Replying to a question on North Yemen’s 
stance on the Soviet aggression in Afghanis- 
tan, he said his country's partidpation in the 
Islamabad conference, which condemned 
this aggression, would suffice the answer. 

Saleh called for an accord among the Gulf 
states and the Arabian peninsula on a unified 
strategy to strengthen their independence, lo 
keep away all dangers and to achieve further 
coordination among themselves. This was the 
. only, way to keep tiie region away from the 
nsk ^ intefuatioiial boublL. 

The president expressed his regret over the 
normalization of relations between Egypt 
and Israel and said bis country was commit- 
ted to the resolution of the Baghdad Confer- 
ence and all other resolutions on the Pales- 
tine issue. Individual solutions would not 
serve peace in. the region, he added. 

Meanwhile, North Yemen's Minister of 
Education Muhammad Khadim Al-Wajih 
met with Saudi Arabian Ambassador in 
Sanaa Thursday. They reviewed bilateral 
relations in the field of education. 

In addition, Saleh said North Yemen will 
hold genera] elections later this year, the first 
since the mountainous Arabian state became

WASHINGTON, — The Pentagon has 
information that Israel is preparing to attack 
Syria — peihaps within the next two weeks — 
reliable sources said here. 

Israei. has partially mobilized its military 
forces and for the past five weeks the Israeli 
press has been preparing the public for a war 
with Syria by daiming Damascus is gearing 
up for an attack on the Zionist state, the 
sources said. 

Eyewitnesses in Israel, contacted by tele- 
phone. reported that hundreds of Israeli 
tanks and other military vehicles have been 
moved into the Golan Heights in recent days. 

On the basis nf its own intelligence, the 
Pentagon believes Israel could attack Syria 
before the scheduled normalization of 
Egyptian-Israeli relations on Feb. 26, sources 
said. 

If not, the attack will almost certainty come 
before May 2o. the deadline for the 
Egyptian-Israeli negotiations on Palestinian 
autonomy, they said. 

The Israeli attack on Syria would probably- 
come in the context of escalated fighting in 
South Lebanon, where Palestinian and 
nationalist Lebanese forces are now battling 
the Israeli-backed rightist forces of Maj. Saad 
Haddad. 


The Israeli objective in the u-ar against 
Syria would be to demonsuaie to the United 
States that Israel is its only reliable strategic 
ally in the region, analysts say. 

Israel would try to portray its war with 
Syria as a Soviet-inspired conflict, according 
to these analysts. The Israelis have been 
daiming for months that Soviet influence is 
on the rise in Syria, and that Soviet pilots and 
other Russian military personnel would take 
part in any future Syrian military effort. 

Since all .^rab states — including 
America's friends in the Gulf region — could 
be expected to side with Syria in any war with 
Israei. the Israelis would then accuse the 
moderate Arab countries of supporting 
So\'iet expansionism in the Middle E^t. 

In this way. the Israeli government would 
hope to persuade the United States that 
Israel is the only state in the region that it can 
count on. Thus rupturing America's close ties 
«ith Saudi Arabia and other moderate Arab 
states, the analysts say. 

Another motive of Israef s plarmed attack 
on Syria is the Begin government's need to 
revive the Israeli economy, which sources say 
is in worse shape than on the eve of the 1 967 
war.

They are Dr. Hung Chi-ren, professor and 
chairman of National Taiwan University 
Hospital's Department of Surgery, and Dr.

Hung said they will make a survey of the 
new hospital to sec what equipment is still 
needed for open-heart surgery.

has developed a set of integrated equipment 
for processing the juice of barshomi (opunita 
ficus-indica) for people in Baha \riiere the 
fruit is largely wasted owing to a lack of pro- 
cessing facilities.

Kurdish autonomy plan 
rejected by Bani-Sadr

Tehran, Feb. is (Rj — Iranian Fred- 
dent Abolfaassan Bani-Sadr Friday described 
the program of the main Kurdish political 
groufnng as a recipe for splitting up Iran and 
said the government was ready to fight 

Speaki^ at a Congress of his supporters to 
prepare for neat month's pariiamentary elec- 
tions Bani-Sadr rejected proposals he said he 
had received from the l^t-wing Kurdish 
Democratic Parly (KDP). 

“Their program is not self-rule, tiidr prog- 
ram is splitting up Iran ” he declared. “It is 
not separatism, it is even worse than that. 

“1 am not afraid of the word autonomy, but 
if these are its ooateots, this is not setf-iule 
but secession," he said. 

Directing his words to the KDP, Bani-Sadr 
added: “If you are saying: if die government 
doesn't accept vtH program we will figfit, then 
all right lef s fighL" 

Bani-Sadr said the so-far unpublished 
KDP proposals called for complete local con- 
trol of the police, gendarmerie and army in 
Kurdistan, on Iran' s western frontier. He said 
these demands were unacceptable. 

The prestdenfs tough words were wildly 
applauded by some 3000 delegates to the 
congress at a Tehran indoor sports stadium. 
A handful of Kurdish Bani-Sadr supporters 
were among the audience who cried “G^ is 
Great, g|oiy to Bani-Sadr." 

Negotiations between government and 


last November following repeated dashes in 
the Kurdish region triiidi 1^ to the govern- 
ment sending in the army last summer. 

The talks have produced little concrete 
result except for the withdrawal last month of 
pro-government revolutionaiy guards from 
the Kurdistan provindal capital Sanandaj. 

But this move was immediately follow^ ' 
by fresh dashes between guards and KurdiA 
guenillas on the borders of Kurdistan prc^ 
vioce. 

In another development, Bani-Sadr took 
direct control of rescue operations Thursday 
as flooding continued to sweep soutiiwest 
Iran and up to 200 dead were reported. 

The preadent directed operations ^m an 
air force base outside Tehran. Teams of hel- 
pers sent tents, blankets and emeigency food 
supplies to the beleaguered province of 
Khuzestan, ^ere most of Iran’s oil is pro- 
duced. 

The newspaper reported tiiat more 

than 200 bodies had been pulled from the 
flood waters so far and 10 viDages in Khuzes- 
tan were on the verge of destniciimi. 

quoted officials in Ahwaz, 
Iran's oil cental as saying flood waters might 
soon cover the town. A major su^asion 
bridge in Ahwaz was reported to have 
cradted and all traffic over it was banned. 

Ayatollah KhomeioTs office nrged Ira- 
nians to pay their religious dues directly to 
the flood emeigency Kind'.

Meetings resume Monday 

Autonomy discord persists 


CAIRO, Feb. 15 (Agencies) — Egyptian, 
Israeli and United States negotiators 
emerged Thursday from their latest round of 
talks on autonomy for Palestinians on the 
WestBaok and Gaza with their differences as 
wide as ever. 

The head of the Egyptian working group, 
Ahmed Ezzat Abdel-Latif told rqrorters 
there was still no agreement on the main 
issues of tire status ^ Palestinians or East 
Jerusalem, the size of the proposed Palesti- 
nian council or the powers and respon- 
sibilities such a coundl would enjoy. 

But he said the working groups bad done 
more work in their three-day session than at 
any previous round of talks. 

The negotiators continue their work in Tel 
Aviv on Monday in preparation for a meeting 
of heads of delegations on Feb. 27 in London 
, Zuridi or Sinai. 

Harder Line 

Meanwhile in Amman, Crown Prince Has- 
san of Jordan Thursday accused Israel of tak- 
ing a harder line on occupied Ar^ land and 
said PrenuerMenahem Begja's government 
was planning to turn Jerusalem into a predo- 
minantly Jewish dry within three years. 

Hassan said Israefs attiude an the Wen Bank 
has hardened after the crisis in Af^anistan 
and Iran. 

He said Begtn's government had seized on 
the occasion to present itself as a bulwark of 
Western interests in a ithreatenedl Middle 
East, with any criticism of Israeli policies 
painted as an attempt to undermine the West 
itself. 


Hassan was commenting on the Israeli 
governments decision earlier this week to 
allow Jews to settle in the West Bank dty oi 
Hebron, a move criticized by Arab countries 
as well as the United States govemoient. 

In an interview vrith Reuter the crown 
prince said the dedsion was in line with plans 
to turn Jerusalem, Hebron and otiier West 
hank dties into pr^omioantly JewiA places 
within three years. 

Most Scrions Afistake 

In Tel Aviv, ■ former foreign minister 
Moshe Dayan, in interview published Friday, 
assailed Is^r s dedsion to allow Jews to set- 
tle in Hebron as "a most serious mistake." 

“Vl^at do we need this kind of decision 
fot’? Dayan said. We are doing ourselves a 
disservice by settling even a few Jewish 
families in the heart of Arab Hebron. It cer- 
tainly raises a big question mark over our 
intentions." 

Scnsdes 

In Vienna, Qianoellor Bruno Kreisky said 
Thursday any Mideast peace plan was“sense- 
iess" with an Israeli cabinet in power that 
agrees but to an “extremely limited'' auton- 
omy for the Palestinians tgdiidi is “unaccept- 
able to those involved." 

While voidng fresh critidsm of Beg^'s 
government, Kreisky denied rqxiits he himr 
self would take a new Middle East peace 
initiative. 

At a news oonferenoe KreislQr repeated his 
appeal made at the United Nations for 
exploratory talks to see adiat the various 
prr^KMals toward settlement would imply.

Feb. 15 (R) — The United 
Nations Homan Rights Commission has 
a cc epte d by majority vote a resolution cal- 
ling the tripanite 1978 Camp David 
accords on an Israeli-Egypuan peace 
agreement a flagrant violation of the 
rights of the Palestinian people. 

Western countries voted against the 
Arab-sponsored resolution, accepting 
only one paragraph which affirmed the 


Palestinians* right to self-dctcnninution 
and to establish an independent, 
sovereign state. 

Thursday's resolution expressed the 
commission's grave concern that Palesti- 
nians had been prevented by force from 
enjoying their inalienable rights, particu- 
larly those of self-determination. It airo 
noted with concern that the Camp David 
accords had been conduded out^de the 
framework of the U.N. 


Iran to open embassy in Libya 


TEHRAN, Feb. 15 (R) — Iran is to 
open an embassy in Libya after a year 
of strained relations between the two 
countries, foreign mmistry spokesman 
Nadr-o-Sadat S^mi has said. 

Salami told Reuters Thursday an Ira- 
nian delegation left Wednesday for Fripoli 
to make preparations for the embassy. 

Libyan leader Muammar Qaddafi was 


one of the first foreign leaders to welcome 
the triumph of Iran's Islamic revolution 
last year and wanted to come to Tehran. 
But revolutionary leader Ayatollah Kho- 
meini turned down the Libyan 
approaches, demanding an explanaticm 
for the mysterious disappearance of 
Lebanese Shiite Muslim leader imam 
Moussa Sadr in Libva in 1978.

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LONDON — An exhibition at Stanley 
CHbbons Mapsdlere, just off the Strand, 
traces the history of the MidcOe East as seen 
ttroa^h the eyes of European cartographers 
between the 15ib and 15hh cenn «ries. 

One of the oldest maps on di^lay is a 

wdcut viewof the destruction of JerusaJem 

whidi first appeared in Germany in the 
Nuremburg Oironidein 1493. A much more 
recent map shows the divisions of Palestine as 
they appeared to Englishman John Taflis in 
the md-nineteenth century. This is from one 
of the last decorated atlases piintbd and on 
me map itself are small paintings of people at 
Mount Lebanon, views of Nazarefli and 
Jaffa, and a gazelle. 

Several of the 65 maps on display show the 
layout of tribal territories at various periods, 
induing a splendid one drawn at the end of 
the eighteenth century. 

Prints 

Several prints are also on sale, notably 
some fine copperplates d the old dty oi 
Cairo, illustrations of Syrian dress and prints 
of Sidon, Tyre, Mount Sinai and Syria. 

One of the most intriguing works is a 
detailed map of the Red Sea, induding a 
diart of distances and travel time in hours 
from various plac&j to Mecca by caravan. 
Anodier more elaborate one of the l^e Val- 
ley from the cataracts to the delta, was drawn 
in 1 584 by a Dutdiman, Abraham Ortehus. 

TerraeSanctae 

Another Outdimen, the theologian rihri s-. 
dan van Adridion, had a great i^oenee on 
mapmaking of the Holy L^nd for two cen- 
turies after the publication in 1590 .of his 
ThreatrumTerrae Sancute. This was the first 
book of the historical geo^phy of the Holy 
Land. It induded twelve maps, a large plan 
Jerusalem showing historical events, promi- 
nent buildings and maps of tribal. areas. 

Stanley Gibbons is a well-known house 
founded around 100 years ago. Tt has long 
been involved in stamps and auctioneering 
and five years ago began dealing in maps. It 
also moves coins, ba^ notes, medals, anti- 
quarian books and playu^ cards. 

The exhibition runs until the end of Febru- 
ary' and the gallery is open Monday through 
Friday between 9;U0 a.m. and 5:30 p.m. and 
on Saturdays between 9:30 and 12:30 p.m.

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TIDE BEGINS TO TURN? 


An editorial published in the l^ew York Times three days ago 
constitutes an important landmark. For the first time in the 
recent history of the Western press, specifically the American 
press, a major publication of the caliber of theA^ew York Times 
sets its view unambiguously agaiast Israeli expansion, diarg- 
ing Israel vrith using the Camp David agreements as a cover 
for the progressive absorption of the West Bank. The paper 
also called upon the U.S. government to make a determined 
effort to stop Israeli settlements on the occupied West Bank. 

Itispediaps no coincidence that the YorkTimes editor- 
ial comes out at the same time as the report by the Human 
Rights Committee of the United Nations in Geneva, in wbidi 
IsraeCs violations of the human rights of the Palestinians in the 
territories occupied in 1967, and in those occupied in 1948, 
are singled out. The tide is definitely beginning to turn. The 
international community, for so long aquiescent, is waking up 
at last to the ugly truth of Zionism; a truth hidden for so long 
by Zionist propaganda and disinformation. 

The beginning — and it is no more than a beginning — of an 
international realization of the true face of Zionism is spread- 
ing into within Israel itself. The blind intransigence of the 
Begin leadership is far from paying him dividends on the 
electoral level. Together with the catastrophic economicsitua- 
tioD, this is expected to increase the pressure for the elections 
to be held before their appointed time. If this happens, the 
labor coalition is expected to return to power. 

Labor’s stand on the question of peace in the Middle East 
shares with Likud its utter refusal to negotiate with the Paies- 
tine Liberation Organization, as well as its inflexible stand on 
Jerusalem. But Labor, as is well known, is more open to 
international — especially American and Western European 
— pressure. And already a Labor victory is being anticipated 
by efforts from Austrian Chanceilor Bruno Kreisky to work 
out a formula for a settlement: as well 'is efforts by the British 
government to produce a collective European proposal 
amending U .N. Resoultion 242 in a way to make it acceptable 
to the PLO.

China’ s 
new freedoms

SINGAPORE — 

Peking s policy of freeing the Chioese to make a 
great leap forward into the 21st century is tempting 
millions to take a great leap backward into the 1 9th. 

In the interests of '‘modernizatioD,'' today’s 
pragmatic leadership has cut the masses loose from 
the Socialist siraitjacket clamped on them the 
radical '' Gang of Four” so that they can concentrate 
on production ra±er than politics. 

For some the release from constricting dogma 
offers new freedoms in the future; for others it 
restores old freedoms of the past 

For example, two weeks ago CftiiM YeuA News 
called on the young to celebrate the advent of the 
Year of the Monkey in mid-February by malcii^ 
war on superstition, waste, and mercenary mar- 
riages. They may sound an incongruous trio evils, 
but the editors knew what they were abouL 

Sorcerers, georaancers and palmists, fortune- 
tellers, magicians and similar recondite riff-raff can 
now be jaded for up to seven years for peddling 
‘*£edual superstitutions". It is a sign of the times 
tirat, despite the penalties, more and more have 
resurfaced to breathe the liberal air in post-Mao 
China, espedally in districts where the gullible 
peasantry have been struck by perfectly natural 
disasters. 

They are taking advantage of the “freedom of 
religious belief' accorded to the followers of ±e 
world's major faiths to promote mysterious creeds 
of their own, to cast out devils, perform miraculous 
cures, and generally to faze the credulous — some- 
times with fatal results. 

Between illidi sorcery and the approved list of 
religions there are greyareas like ancestor-worship, 
wbidi the government finds it expedient to tolerate 
as long as it does not “affect the political and pro- 
ductive activities of the coDective." 

This, in turn, encourages the filial pieQ/ preadied 
by Confudous but proscribed by the Maoists, as a 
deplorable bourgeois distraction from a man's duty 
to state and party. 

Loving Cod is thus legal again, and so is loving 
one's parents. Even loving the opposite sex enjoys 
qualified offidal sanction, althnu gh the Commun- 
ists stress that ideological conqiatibility is as imp nr- 
tant as a pretty face when dhoosing a partner. 

For one thing, love is good because the Gang 
were against it. For another, love can boost produce 
tion: output spared and quotas were regularly over- 
fulfilled in oue Manchurian coalmine after a 
thou^tful local party bureau played go-between 
and found wives for 59 frustrated face-workers. 

Finally, it tears down the barrier between das- 
ses,and destroys the feudal custom of forced mar- 
riages. When one cadre tried to prevent his daugh- 
ter from marrying the peasant of her dioice, and 
another tried to trick a female subordinate into 
marrying his unattractive son, the courts came 
down on the side of love, and the culprits were 
exposed in the press. 

But love does not always win. There is a boom in 
marriage-broking, and the country is alive with the 
scuttling of middle-aged match-makers, who may 
dieck the credit-rating of suitors in ideological as 
well as finandal terms for capitalistic skeletons in 
the cupboard, but still haggle in accordance with 
age-old routine for die biggest dowry and costliest 
lading banquet. 

The venerable custom of buying and selling 
brides has been revived, and is reported to have 
become wide^read again during the past two years. 
Normally the bridegroom pays the parents in 
or kmd, but it aj^iears that in Guangdong province, 
'.just across the border from British Hong Kong, 
village girls have been selling themselves by weight, 
the going price (as of last December) being aboutS 
17 a kilo. 

Once again, parents are ruining themselves to 
give their of^ring a stylish send-off. In mid- 
Januaiy a reader's letter to tbePeople *sDaSy gave 
an itemized account of a marri^e in Guangxi pro- 
vince that cost the groom's fanSy $ 750 — a sum 
that it would take an urban worker up to 18 months 
to earn — and left them $ 200 more in debt. 

If freedom to believe mid freedom to love pro- 
voke their own bourgeois backlash, so does ^e- 
dom to die, and extravagant funeral and memorial 
services in the Chinese tradition can cost more than 
a marriage. Recently a cortege of 40 vehicles 
accompanied the corpse of the deputy secretary of 
the electridty bureau in one provindal town south 
of Peking, and tiie expense sheet for die earlier 
obsequies of an assistant factory manager in east 
China ran to more than $ 3,000. (OFN5)

BEIRUT — 

Islam, vriiicfa only a few decades ago was the faith 
of the weak and the oppressed, has d^eloped into a 
force which can alter the supeipowets and redraw 
the political map of the worid. 

After toppling the American-installed Shah 
Iran, Muslim fundamentalists contemptuously 
defied the mi^t of the United States 1^ stonni^ 
the U.S. embassy in Tehran and hold^ its dip- 
lomats hostage. 

Across Iran's eastern border, Muslims wage war 
against tbe Soviet-installed rulers of Afghanistan, 
prompting the first direct Soriet military intorven- 
tion outside Europe since World War n. 

Few analysts doubt die massive move into 
Afghanistan was at least partly motivated by fear 
that the religious ardor of Muslims in Iran and 
Afghanistan could spin over die Soviet Umon's 
southern border. 

An estimated SO million Muslims in the Soviet 
republicfs Central Aria, bordering on Iran and 
Afghanistan, make tbe Soviet Union the world's 
Gfdi-largest Muslim country after Indoaeria, India, 
Pakistan and Bangladerii. 

For the Kremlin, the Soviet Union's Muslims arc 
a demographic time bomb. According to Western 
estimates, the number of Muslims is likely to 
approach 90 million by the year 2000. Due to a 
considerably higher birdi rate, there will be as many 
Central Arian Muslims as Russians in the first half 


of the next century. 

The United States is as aware of the potential 
weight of Soviet Muslim as is the Kierdin. Last 
mondi President Carter approved steps to boost 
radio broadcasts in seven languages to Muslims in 
the Soviet Union. 

American plans provide for die aDocation of at 
least S 2 millioD to improve programs beamed to 
Soviet Muslims by Radio Liberty, the Munich- 
based propaganda station fcninded by Che Central 
Intelligence Agency. 

The dramatic events in Iran and Af^anistan 
threw into sharp focus an Islamic revival, iMiicfa 
gathered momentum in the dosing decades of the 
14th ceutury of the Muslim calendar. Islam's esti- 
mated 800 million adherents celebrated the begin- 
ning of the 15A century last November. 

Historians will probably agree that the past Mus- 
lim century formed the base for an Islamic revival 
unparalleled since Muslim armies swept throu^ 
half of Europe some 1,200 years ago. 

Nfidway throu^ the last century, the West bad 
ocoq)ied or dismembered the entire Muslim world, 
from toe parched deserts North Africa to the 
steamy jungles of Indonesia. In 1940, there were 
only seven independent Muslim states. Now there 
are more than 40 and not a single one is under 
coloni^ rule. 

After years of potitical subjugation, stagnation 
and fwerty during toe long era of Islamic dedine, 
Muslimstates now have toe means to turn toe tables 
on former colonial powers — on. 

Oil has reversed toe old relationship, with toe 
West now dependent on several countries of toe 
Third Worid and reluctantly learning to live with 
the frustraticMi caused by tins dependence. 

Islam's power base lies in Saudi Arabisu where 
Islam was revealed to toe Prophet Muhammad 
1,400 years ago, and vtoiefa supplies about 70 per 
cent erf toe ^ inqiorts of the non-Communist 
worid. 


Western ways are just as suspect as Soviet athe- 
ism. For Islam is more than a faith. It is an al^ 
embradng way of life with a code of laws and tradi- 
tkms covering everything from punishment for 
crimes and toe precise time for prayer to the way to 
prepare food and toe proper way of cleaning the 
bociy.

Italy braced for political instability 


ROME — 

Italy is entering another period of political insta- 
bility amid renewed pressures to bring down the 
fragile minority coalition of Christian Democratic 
Premier Francesco Cnggga 

The Christian Democrats long-awaited congress 
opened Friday and appears certain to reaffirm toe 
rejection by toeoountiysbiggestpartyof ademand 
by toe second- ranking Commonists, now in dpposi- 
tion, for cabinet posts in an emergency government 

This would be likely to spar toe third-pl^ 
Sodalists into droppii^ their policy of keeping toe 
Cossiga coalition alive by abstaining on k^ votes in 
pailiameaL 

The Sodalists had previously calledfora national 
government, induding toe Commonists. 

In toe labyrinthine and faction-ridden world of 
Italian politics, toe outcome of bargaining in toe 
next few weeks is far from certain. 

The Onistian Democrats start toear congress 
divided into three groups, each wito a different 
attitude to toe Commum'sts. 

On toe left, wito about 4 1 per cent of delegates, 
are suf^rters of outgoing party secretary Bemgrx) 
Zaccagniiii and former premieT Giulio Andreotti,

In toe middle, wito 23 per cent, is a faction of 
political pragmatists, apposed to ooocessions to toe 
Communists now bat open to toe possibility at some 
time in toe futu're. 

The congress is likely to divide over a left-wing 
bid to have toe party dedare it has no overriding 
objections in princ^^le to fomung a government 
wito toe Communists — even though this might not 
take.place immediately. 

A debate is also likely on wfaetoer the pvty 
should drop its long-standing ban on coalitions 
between Christian Democrats and Comnuinists in 
regional and local governments. 

Andreotti has said he sees oodiing wrong wito 
sudi a diange. 

There will probably also be a fight over the elec- 
tion of a new patty secretary wito toe pragmatists in 
the center pit^xising a deal wito one of their lead- 
ers.

ledia quake 
causes fear 

NEW DELHI. Feb. 15 (RJ — A strong 
c:)rthquake in India's mountainous north 
Ladakh territory caused panic among people 
who fear a disastrous quake may follow a 
total eclipse of dte sun over the country on 
Saturday. 

Although there were no reports of casual- 
ties or damage from the remote, ifatnly- 
populated Ladakh region. Thursday strong 
tremors caused people to rush from their 
homes in northern Pinjab state. 

The Delhi Meieor^ogical Department 
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s^ the epicenter of the quake was aboMi 7SO 
km. north of the capit^ and registered a 
magnitude of 6.5 on the open-ended Richter 
scale. 

The quake struck in the north west, but 
mast concern is being felt in north-east India 
where seismologists believe a big quake will 
occur this year and some scientists say it may 
accompany the edipse. 


At his first White House news conference 
in 1 1 weeks. Carter said Sen. Edward ,\1. 
tvennedy, his challenger for the Democratic 
Party's U.S. Presidential nomination, has 
made statements "damaging to our couatry*' 
in crilidzing policy on Iran and the Soviet 
incursion into Afghanistan. 

Carter discussed the hestage sitiiation in an 
opening statement, and said he would answer 
no questions on the status of what he called 
inaeasingly delicate efforts to gain freedom 
for the captives, held now for 102 days. 

His endorsement of the commisdon idea 
was an ai^arent effort to signal a United 
States willingness to compromise widi Iran's 
new president. Aboihassan Bani-Sadr. 

Here are other highlights (rfU.S. President 
Jimmy Carter’s aation^ly broacast address 
Wednesday night. 

— Caner re^ed to acknowledge any U.S. 
guilt for restoring the Shah to Uie Iranian 
throne in 1953. ‘‘That‘s andent history," he 
said, “and I don't think ifs appropriate for 
me to go into the propriety of something that 
happened many years ago." 

The president said he remains finn in his 
demand that the Soviet U nipn withdraw from 
Afghanistan by Feb. 20 or ^faoes refusal by 
U.S. athletes to participate in the Summer 
Olympic games in Moscow. 

Carter insisted the Russians must be forced 
Co pay a steep price for their occupation of 
Afghanistan. *' We must convince the Soviet 
Union through peaceful means, that they 
cannot invade a neighboring country with 
impunity.” the president said. 

The president said he's anxious to hit the 
campaign trail as soon as the Iranian crisis can 
be resolved. "1 want the worid to know Tm 
not going to resume business as usual as a 
partisan campaigner out on the campaign 
trail," he said. 

Carter said he felt there has been a "gross 
overreaction" on the pan of much of Ameri- 
can youth to his call for reinsticution of draft 
registration. “I do not antidpate calling for 
an actual draft," the preadent said. 

The president said be would strongly 
impose any effort ia Congress to reduce the 
defense budget below the level he has 
recommended for fiscal 1961. for which the 
administration is proposing a 5 per cent 
increase in spending after discounting for 
inflation. 

Carter said the administration is confident 
that Yugoslavia "is a strong, fiercely inde- 
pendent, ttvll-equipped nation that can 
defend itself."

Political prisoner released 



SINGAPORE, Feb. 1 5 (R) — The Singa- 
pore government Friday freed a political 
detainee held under emergency laws without 
trial for the past 16 years for alleged 
Communist-inspired activities. 

An official announcement said however, 
that Lee Tze Tong would be confined to a 
small off^ore island, Pulau Ubin, ^ he had 
refused to give an undertaking not to engage 
in subversive acthrit)'. 

Lee’s release came two weeks after a 
report by the London-based Amnesty Inter- 
oatiooaJ accusing the Singapore government 
of systematically stifling political dissent by 
using the latemai Security Act providmg for 
detention without trial.

term political prisoners, including Lee. and 
said their detention was witboul parallel in 
modem history.

Friday did not refer to the amnesty report, 
but said Lee was being released foilowiog a 
recommendation by Singapore ' Tfitemal 
Security Department.

Strike postponed in Peru 


LIMA, Peru, Feb. 15 (AP) — Workers at 
the toquepala copper mine, Peru's second 
largest pr^ucer, have threatened to strike 
for h^er wages on fAoaday, a spokesman 
for the Southern Peru Copper Corp. said. 

The strike was sdieduled to begin Wed- 
nesday, but was delayed for 72 hours after tite 
labor ministry authorized a wage settlement 
increasing pay by about I3,000sotes(51 U.S. 
dollars) a month. 

The union has agreed to consider the pack- 
age, a company spokesman said. 

There are 3,000 workers involved, 1,300 
of them at the mine some 1,184 Idlomecers 
south of Lima, and 1 200 at the coastal trans- 
portation center and metalluzgjeaj plant sev- 
eral miles west at the Padfic port of Bo. 

The company is controlled by ASARCO. 
the U.S. b^d metals company.

Bolivian officials

SAN MAflAS, Feb. ISBoUvia (AfV — 
Residents of this isolated village on the 
Brazilian border agreed to end a week-long 
rebellion aimed at getting the Bolivian gov- 
ernment to Sponsor some construction pro- 
jects. 

OCfidals said viUageis agreed Thursday to 
free four airplanes seized to t^ck their 
demands, to allow the 10 crewmen to leave 
and to call off a general strike. 

The revolt began last week when villagers 
seized a radio station and blocked the nearby 
dirt airstrip, trapping a military C47, a 
twin-engiaed transport, and two small 
planes. 

The airstrip dosuie also cut off the town’s 
main link with the rest of Bolivia. 

The villagers threatened to bum one plane 
and raise the Brazilian Qag unless the gov- 
ernment agreed to sponsor some local coo- 
stniction projects. 

In return for stopping the rebellion the 
government agreed to provide some $ 
3 0,000 for local projects immediately, and to 
give top priority to demands for an all- 
weather road link with the rest of the country, 
an all-wether airstrip, and two schools.

SHEFFIELD. England Feb. 15 (AP) — A 
policeman was crushed against a lamppost 
and seriously injured and 18 striking steel 
workers were arrested when 1,000 pickets 
clashed with a phalanx of 500 police outside a 
steel. plant here Thursday morning.

Some 4S per cent of Nigeria's 22 mil- 
lion barrels daily production goes to tiie 
Uruted States, malting it tiie second big- 
gest U.S. supplier after Saudi Arabia. 

Only 18 months ago western experts 
were wtiting tiiat the economy had taken a 
sharp downtown and die military ^verb- 
meat instituted a period of belt- 
tightenmg, wage freezes and ioqiort curbs. 

But after Iran’s revolution produc- 
tion cutback led new rise in oil prices last 
year, Gen. Olusegun Obasanjo, preparin g 
to hand over to civilian government, was 
^le to impose a Nigerian production ceil- 
ing of 22 million barrels. 

In the last mondis before die dviUan 
government took over last October, 
Nigeria’s role of previous years was sud- 
denly reversed. 

It joined those OPEC members malting 
the runnii^ in price increases sordiaxges 
and market premiums while foreign’ oil 
companies had to accqit an increase in 
state partidpation from 55 to 60 per cent, 
bringmg Nigeria in line with other mem- 
bers. 

In July the generals nationalized the 
assets of British Petroleum (BP). 

Proven reserves in Nigerian fields are 
estimated at about 18 billion barrels which 
indicates a life of about 20 years at present 
ou^t — but large areas, eqiedaUy 
shore, have yet to be explored and conces- 
sions are only now bei^ offered in these 
r^i^. 

Nigeria's refining capacity, at present 
160,000 barrels a day, is doe to be 
inaeased this year by 100,000 barreb 
with die completion of a second refinery. 


Yamani predicts unification

The news conference was brid in conjuc- 
tioD with the visit of Venezuelan President 
Luis Herrera Campins to seven ^EC 
member states. Herrera Campins-vdiose gov- 
ernment has stron^y supported a unified 
price system and individual member policies 
of OPEC production, flew to Iraq Wednes- 
day to help make plans for OTECs 20th 
anniversaxy summit meeting in Bagdad next 
October. 

The lack of agreement among the 13 
OPEC members at -the semi-annual meeting 
of <nl ministers here last December allowed 
eadi'pFotfaidng nation to fix its own price. 

Yamam told reporters in Riyadh tiiat a 
leveling off of demand for oil could create 
conditions for OPEC to set a single price by 
mid-year. OPEC ministers are to meet in 
Algiers in June. 

“We now have some indicators tiiat the

Shah report key to release 


ROME, Feb. 15 (Agencies) — Iranian 
Foreign .Minister Sadeq Gbodizadeh said 
Friday the Ameri’can hostages in the U.S. 
embassy in Tehran would not be released 
until after a proposed U.N,>sponsored com- 
mission publi^^ its results. 

“No one wiii be free until after the results 
of the commission are announced ” the Ira- 
nian foreign minister said in an interview. 

Ghotbzadeh added that U.N. Secretaiy 
General Kurt Waldheim had telephoned him 
early Friday morning to tell him the commis- 
sion would start work within the next two 
days. 

He said Waldheim told him he was still 
contacting various parties be envisaged 
should be members of the committee. 

Ghotbzadeh said: “The most important 
thing is to get the work of this commission 
started. If it gets down to serious studies, I am 
certain it wih fedlitate the release of the 
Ameiicans.** 

Asked whether relatives of the hostages 
could be optimistic, the foreign minister said: 
“yes, certainly so.'* 

Iranian President Abdolhassan Bani-Sadr 
meanMiile, said the hostages could be freed 
“in a matter of 48 hours" if U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter accepts his conditions. But 
Carter said he doesn’t expea the issue to be 
resolved before at least late February. 

U.S.ofticials asked Iran to clarify its condi- 
tions. 

Bani-Sadr, asked if the U.N. panel would 
convene in Iran, t<rfd reporters in Tehran 
Thursday that “things are in Ibe for me to 
make that announcement but I am waiting to 
see if the U.S. will accept our conditions." 

He reiterated his three demands on the 
United States for release of the hostages: 
acknowledgement of alleged U.S. crimes 
against the Iranian people during the Shah's 
reign: a pledge not to meddle in Iranian 
affain; and agreement not to block efforts to 
return the Shah and his wealth to Iran, 

But Bani-Sadr, Mio this week told the 


French newspaper Le Aiwtde tiiat Ayatollah 
Khomeini had agreed to the plan, hedged 
that comment. “Earlier I was asked if the 
I mam (Khomeini) agrees with die proposal 
and 1 answered 1 think he will agree," 

Carter has said the United States will not 
take the blame for a CIA-backed coup that 
restored the Shah to power in 1 953 , and the 
State Department has said it will not“profess 
guUT' for any subsequent Iranian develop- 
ments. 

The Carter administration is already offi- 
cially on record as admitting that serious 
human rights abuses took place inlran during 
the reign of the Shah. 

The admission, contained in the State 
Department's latest report on human rights, 
could help satisfy the demands of Iran's 
revolutionary government and contribute to 
the release of the hostages sources in 
Washington believe. 

In its 1979 country report on Iran, the 
State Department admitt^ tiiat during the 
Shah's reign “many thousands of Iranians 
were imprisoned for political reasons and a 
significant number were reportedly tor- 
tured." 

The report also states that "in 1978 and 
early 1979, violence against persons demons- 
tiatir^ against the Shah's rule, by the Shah's 
security forces, took at least several thousand 
lives." 

Sources believe Carter may call attention 
to these admissions in lieu of offering Bani- 
Sadr a formal apology for the Shah's human 
rights abuses. 

On Wednesday, Carter raised ht^es that a 
U.N. probe of the ousted Shah could lead to 
the release of the hostages, telling a news 
conference, “an appropriate commisaon, 
with a carefully defioi^ purpose, would be a 
step toward resolution ol the crisis." 

Dismissing speculation the hostages could 
be freed by the weekend. Carter said he did 
not expea dieir release before the New 
Hampshire primary election Fdb. 27.

Two dead in Salisbury 

Church bombings rock dty 


SALISBURY, Feb. 15 (Agendes) — A 
Cadiolic brother found a 10-pound dynamite 
bomb ID the d^s Roman Catiiolic cathedral 
Friday following a ni^t of bomb blasts 
around the capital that daimed two lives, 
police said. 

At least one dmixh official blamed the 
bombings, three of four of them directed at 
churches, oa Patriotic Front guerrillas. The 
guerrillas, espedally those of Robert 
Mugabe's Mandsi ZANU, have r^eatedly 
been accused of seeking to destrt^ religion. 

Police Superintendent Brian Rogers said 
the pladng of bombs at three churihes “can 
only make me think it is deliberate campmgn 
against dmrdies." The bomb found Friday 
was detonated harmlessly. 

However, Mugabe, raised as a Catholic has 
denied his Zimbabwe African National 
Union was anti-religion. 

Police said they found printed political 
slogans supporting Mugabe in die bag con- 
taining the bomb found in the diurcfa. But 
black reporters who saw the slogans said the 
wording, in the Shona language, was so 
crudely fashioned it seemed unlikely to be the 
work d a Shona speaker. Mugabe is a Sboua, 
the dominant tribe in Rhodesia. And most of 
his party members also are Shona speakers. 

The two deaths reported Tliuis^y night 
occurred in the only bombing not at a church. 
Two blacks died when an explosion des- 
troyed their car. 

The night of bombii^ injeaed a new ten- 
sioi into the capital, already hit by a series of 
violent incidents in the run-up to pre- 
independence elections in which blacks will 
vote in less than two weeks. 

The latest attacks overshadowed the 
results of the white poll Thursday in which 


Ian Smith's Rhodesian Front party, won at 
least 17 of 20 white seats in the parixament. 

While Salisbury authorities d^ed up the 
debris Friday morning a major mobilization 
of reservists began. Britirii governor Lord 
Soames is assembling a huge force of police 
and military to protea tiie election. 

Streams of dvUians arrived in taxis or were 
driven by their wives to mib'tary barracks for 
a call-up whidi could put up to 100,0(X) 
Rhodesian government forces in die field 
over the election period. 

The call-up ramg as Bri tain annnnnrafl it is 

sending 500 representatives into Rhodesia to 
man police stations in rural areas and to help 
ensure that the elections are “scrupulously 
fair." 

Sir Ian Gilmour, the govemmenfs foreign 
af^is spokesman in the House of Commons, 

. made tiie announcement in response to sev- 
eral lawmakers’ call for an inaeased British 
presence in Rhodesia. 

“The problem of intimidation d voters in 
the rural areas ... continues to cause great 
coDcem," Gilmoir told British iawmakeis. 

British election supervisors apparently 
suggested the idea to Soames. Gilmour 
emphasized that the 500 env^ will “ensure 
that the arrangements for voting are scrupul- 
ously fair." 

The spokesman added: "Deqiite the seri- 
ous problems whidi exist, the governmeat is 
determined to cany the election through to a 
successful condusioD and to ensure that it is 
conducted as fairiy and freely as possible." 

The new personnel will anive in Salisbury 
in time for the Feb. 27 ballotting, Gilmour 
said. He made it dear that the 500 repr^M- 
tatives will be separate from the Britidi 
monitoring force already ±ere to keep watdi 
over the ceased. 
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According to an artide in the San Fran- 
dSOO BattldExtUnUI^, Carter 
secretly with Khomeini thi^ times tiiiou^ 
Char^ d* Af^rs L. Bruce Laingen, the top 
American diplomat in T ehran 1 Jiingen amt

In the coded messages, the new^aper said 
Carter sought to convince Khomeini of the 
danger that the Soviet Union mi^t take 
adv^tage of the turmoil in Iran. 

From Panama comes the report that tiie 
Iraman government has reportedly selected a 
former president of ^mama's supreme court 
to represent Iran in any possible extradition 
proceedings against the former Shah. 

A local newspaper. La RtpiMiea , smd Juan 
Materno Vazquez would aa as the Iranian 
govemmenf s lawyer in any extradition case. 

The paper said iMatemo Vazquez would 
travel to Iran in the next few days. 

Materno Vazquez was out of Panama Qty 
and unavailable for immediate comment 

llie government has denied all reports that 
the former Shah is under detention and can- 
not leave his Contadora Island retreat or the 
country. They say security guards on tiie 
island are only there for his protection. 

Ihe Shah's spokesmen have also denied all 
reports that he was not free to travel. 

However, the government sent Iran a cable 
defining the country s extradition law. Under 
tiie law, Iran has 60 days b anning Jan. 23 to 
file its case. Ihe deadli^ would be iMarch 22. 

The Shah has been living on Contadora, a 
small resort island 36 miles off the Panama 
Pacific coast, at the house of a former 
Panamaruan diptomat 

Reports from the island say he looks heal- 
thier than on his arrival Dec. ISand has been 
playing tennis with Empress Faiah, w alking 
his two dogs and dining occasionally at tiie 
island hotels restaurant. 

The governor of Iran's central bank says 
that the unfreezing of six bfllion dollars in 
Iranian assets in American banks is one of the 
conditions in any plan to free the hostages.

Tito in coma; 
aides predict 
death near 

BELGRADE, Feb. 1 5 (Agendes) — Pres- 
ident Jodp Brez Tito dung to life Friday but 
official Yugoslav sources said tiiere was vir- 
tually no hope that he would survive. 

T& 87-year-old Communist leader has 
drifted into a coma, and it is now apparently 
only a matter of time before he dies, the 
officials told Westers journalists. 

A mid-day bulletin from his doctors at" 
Ljubljana, northern Yugoslavia, said his 
overall condition had improved since Thursp 
day, and inteurive efforts were underway 
“with the objective of maintaining and 
stabilizing this teodeaiqr." 

Offidal sources said the president, gravely . 
ill after his left 1^ was aoqnitated neariy four 
weeks ago, bad gone into a coma. Butthis was 
not mentioned in the medical bulletin. 

Hie team of eight doctors treating Hto at 
Ljubljana, nortiiem Yugoslavia, said:

Carter gets USOC vote 


LAKEPLAaO, New Yoric,Feb. 15 (AP) 
— The UB. Olyrnfuc Committee has said it 
win “accept any dedsioa...tbe preddent 
makes" cm not sending an American team to 
the Olympics In Moscow tiiis summer. 

And tiie European Pariiament on Friday 
called for a boycott of the Moscow Olynqrics 
and for an immediate embargo on sales of 
surplus commodities to the Soviet Uniem. It 
also condemned the forced exile of Sdriet 
disddent Andrei Sakharov. 

President Jimmy Carter, repeatedly and as 
reoentiy as WednWday night, has u.iged the 
USOC to refrain from sen^g a team to the 
Moscow games if the Rusdans do not with- 
draw troops ^m Af ghanistan by next Wed- 
nesday. 

' “The USOC will accept any decision con- 
cerning our partidpation in die games the 
predd^ in view of his analysis of 

what is best for tiie country," the USC>C said 
Thursday, -in a prepared statement distri- 
buted to newsmen. 

Robert Kane, president of tiie USOC said 
tile decision must legally be made by the 
USOC house of delates at its. meeting at 
Colorado Springs, Colorado, April 1 1 to 13. 

Kane agreed the USOC was under pres- 
sure from the WUte House, but argued the 
presidenf s latea statement' was epen to 
inuipTetation. 

“'Ae deadline of Feb. 20 was given to the 
SovietUnioa,aotto the USOC,” Kane said. 

It was the USOCs first offidal statement 
since tiie InteznatiiHial Olyaqiie Committee 
this week rejected a plea fr^ Carter and 
confirmed l^t the games would go on in 
Moscow. 

In three resolutions tiiat pass^ easfly at a 
Strasbourg session despite socialist oppod- 
tion, die Enr^ean Pariiament also urged 
ihMt the Olympic games be held on “alreed 
iotemational temtory.” It also called for the 
ninw governments df tiie Common Market 
countries not to take part in tiie summer 
games if tiiey are held in Moscow. 

A lesohztion supporting the Moscow 
games, put forth by the Fre^ Communists, 
was raffiy defeated. 

Kane said the USOC had two lespon- 

sQiilities — to tile country and to tiie athletes 

who have been traimng for the games. 

He said he stiUhad Ae pttiitical situ- 
ation change.Tie said he had talked to 

Tgnftty Mrwilffiv. a member of AeSovig Pres- ' 
idhffn and Ae. president of Ae oigamzaig ' 
committee of the Moscow games, and he 
believed Norikov would fry his best to make 
Moscow an appropriate plM for Ae games. - 


Earlier Thursday, Lord Killanin, president 
of Ae IOC, denied published r^iorts that he 
would visit Moscow to try to convince Soviet 
officials to withdraw their troops from 
Afghanistan in accordance wiA . Cartel’s 
witiies. 

Carter said in a news conference Wednesr- 
day night, tiiat even if tiie Soviets witiidraw 
from Afghanistan after his Feb. 20 deadline, 
he Miuld oppose sending a UB. team to the 
Moscow games. 

Kane referred to a statement by Ae 
IOC whidi caQed on the Moscow oigaoizuig 
committee and Ae Soviet Olympic Onnimit- 
tee to make knownto Ae So^t government 
the oottcern felt in Olympic drdes over the 
events in Afghanistan. - 
“I can only say Aey have my prayers — if 
tiiat is the ri^t term fr) use in connection with 
Ae Kremlin," Kane said. 

Kane said Ae USOC must continue to 
monitor Ae stuation in order to make Ae 
proper decision on the. paitic^ation of 
American athletes.
